he Stoops to Conquer is an excellent play to
show the strength of a stock company, for
while its characters are a little more than con
Tent tonalities, its humorous situation and
bright, sparkling dialogue demand a high degree
of culture In the actors if the comedy is
to give the proper amount of pleasure to the
class of p'lay-goer- s who prefer a spicy dialogue
that betrays the pen of a master to tbe stunning
situations of the mere sclssors-and-paste-p-

dramatists. She Stoops to Conquer has held its
place upon the stage for a good many years,
and the bloom of Goldsmith's genial nature Is as
froth upon it as it was when it was first pro-
duced at Covcnt Garden Theatre amid the ap-

plause of the public and the congratulations of
the loving friends of the impecunious author.
The performance on Saturday evening was not
great, but it was good, and it showed the com-
pany at the Arch to be fully up to the average
of past seasons, and in some respects stronger
than it was hist year. Mr. Barton Hill appeared
as "Young Marlowe," Mr. Mackayas "Hardcas-tle,-"

Mr. Craig as "Tony Lumpkin," Mr. James as
"Mr. Hastings," Mrs. Wallis as "Sir Charles
lM.arlowe,".Mr. Ilemple as "Dlggory," Mrs. Drew
as "Miss Hardcastle," Mrs. Thayer as "Mrs.
Hardcastle," and Miss Emilie Kiehl as "Miss
Neville." These ladies and gentlemen were
greeted with cordial applause when they made
their appearance, and a most hearty welcome
was extended to Mr. Barton Hill In particular,
who takes his old position of leading man and
stage manager after a year's absence In Eng-
land. Mr. Wallis, who has also been away
from the Arch for a year, was likewise wel-
comed back with much cordiality. The only
new face in the company is that of Miss Emilie
Kiehl, a young lady of prepossessing appear-
ance, and apparently of fair abilities as an
actress. Miss Kiehl was nervous at first on
facing a 6trange audience, but this soon wore
off, and she played the not very exacting part
of "Miss Neville" with grace and spirit.

The comedietta of The Swiss Swains was
given as an afterpiece, for the purpose of intro-
ducing Miss May Saville, the new soubrette,
Mrs. Maeder, and Mr. McManus. Miss Saville
is a pleasant singer, a graceful dancer, and a
sprightly actress. She promises to be a valu-
able acquisition to the company.

Mr. Mark Hassler appeared as leader of the
orchestra, and gave an agreeable selection of
popular music. Mr. Hassler, as the presiding
musical genius of the Chesnut last year, proved
that he knew how to cater for the public tastes
in the line of his art, and under bis manage-
ment the music at the Arch will probably be a
prominent feature of the entertainment daring
the present eeason.
